It's main goal is not only to get students from post Soviet nations to study in an American 
school, but to eliminate the stereotypes and to maintain peace between countries. My personal goal was 
to acquaint American people with my own country, Ukraine, because not many of the people I know here 
even knew where my country is situated. But now I think many people in Proctor know dye basic facts 
about Ukraine. The facts which surprised Americans about Ukraine were that we study six days a week, 
don't have malls, and all subjects are required at school. The facts that surprise me about Americans are 
that they are all nice to you, are very honest, and have a lot of rules, like at school or in die family. 

I think it has been a really good experience for me because people judge countries by their 
governments or TV images. When I gp home I will say * America is not only McDonalds. Americans are 
not obsessed with materialism. I have friends there and people who care about me.' And I will never say 
who a typical American is because I can’t say who a typical human is!
